REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The cancellation of claims 6, 10 in addition to the above cancellation is 
acknowledged. Thus claims 6, 9-13 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a method wherein said plurality of said split input signals is reduced from a first intensity 
corresponding to a "1" below a second intensity corresponding to a "0" in combination 
with the rest of claim 1 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 
9/28/05. 

It is noted that the claim 1 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a third splitter joined to said first splitter cancellation processing output having a plurality 
of outputs corresponding to each said adder; wherein a first path is defined from said 
first splitter main output through said second splitter, said at least one amplifier to said 
adder signal input; and a second path is defined from said first splitter through said third 
splitter to said adder cancellation input; said first path differing from said second path by 
one-half wavelength of the input signal in combination with the rest of claim 14.
